The State Highway Commission's 
public hearing on the location in 
St. Louis County of its projected 
traffic relief superhighway  be- 
tween St. Louis and Wentzville will 
begin at 9 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing at the City Hall of University 
City, 6618 Delmar boulevard. The 
large auditorium will be used to 
a-commodate the anticipated 
crowd of advocates and opponents 


of the various routes that have 
been under discussion. 
If possible, the commission 


hopes to conclude the hearing dur- 
ing the day. It is likely to reach 
an early decision. 

Among the interests to be rep- 
resented, it is expected, will be 


residents of Conway and Clayton 
roads, who object to the original 
proposal to use those thorough- 
fares for the superhighway; the 
recently formed Olive Street Road 
Association, which wants the high- 
way of that name utilized; Univer- 
sity City. which advocates Olive 
Street road; residents and property 
owners who object to use of Olive 
Street road for several miles east 
‘from Chesterfield; the County 
Chamber of Commerce which fa- 
vors Olive Street road, with Page 
avenue as an alternative; Page ave- 
nue property owners, who want 
their street used; the villages of 
McKnight and Ladue, which object 
to the Clayton-Cuonway route; the!

A special 
meeting of the commission was 
called yesterday to ratify the com. 
mittee action. The only dissenting 
vote was by Director of Streets & 
Sewers Brooks, who objected that 
Page already was receiving traffic 
from U. =. highway No. 40, routed 
over Ogden avenue between Page 
and St. Charles road.

Brooks declared he favored no 
He would be

and said studies in othe: cities in- 
dicated only 5 per cent of the ve- 
hicles on the superhighway would 
gO straight through the city, 95 
per cent being regional traffic, 
which could be distributed better 
from Page than other streets. 

Chairman Russell told the com- 
mission it was his understanding

RESIGNATION OF 
MRS, WLLEBRANDT 


torney-General in Charge 
| of Prohibition Enforce- 


ment Effective June 15.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Mrs. 
Mabel’ Walker Willebrandt submit- 
ted her resignation today as As- 
sistant Attorney-General, effective 
June 15, and it was accepted by 
President Hoover. 

Mrs. Willebrandt first submitted 
her resignation March 4, along 
with all other appointive officers 
in the Government. The resigna- 
tion was not accepted by the Presi- 
dent, and she remained at her post 
at his request, despite the offer to 
leave the Government service. 

The Assistant Attorney-General 
now has received another offer re- 
garded as an unusual opportunity, 
and the President does not feel 
that he can ask her to remain 
longer at her present post. 

Mrs. Willebgandt today arrived 
in Waco, Tex., where she will ac- 
versity. 
on her resignation there. 

Aviation Corporation Counsel. 

The letter of resignation, dated 
May 26, before Mrs. Willebrandt 
departed for Waco, was received at 
the White House this morning. 

Mrs. Willebrandt explained that 
the post of Washington counsel for 
the Aviation Corporation and its 
subsidiaries, which offered her “a 
field of constructive legal work,” 
had been tendered her and that 
she wished to accept it. 

“I genuinely regret leaving offi- 
cial connection with the accom- 
plishments of your administration,” 
she wrote. “I have given, how- 
ever, more than seven years to 
public service and I trust my help- 
fulness to you may not cease when 
I become a private citizen.’ 

In accepting the _ resignation, 
President Hoover wrote: 

“I have received your resigna- 
tion with deep regret. In view of 
the very great opportunity which 
has come to you for re-entry to 
private practice of the law, and in 
view of the seven years of sacrifice 
you have already made to publie 
; service, I do not feel that I am 
' justified in again asking you to re- 
consider.

“SPEED ALONE 
DOESN'T MAKE 
BASE RUNNER’: 


—Ruth. 


‘NEW YORK, May 28.—lI've just 

been looking over -the base steal- 
ing records for the season, and l’ve 
noticed that the chaps who lead 
in stealing bases are not the fast 
men at all. Which goes toeprove 
a thing I've’ been Saying a long 
time. And that i# that it’s not 
speed that makes the good base 
runner. 

Take fellows like Johnson at 
Detroit and Durocker of the Yan- 
kees. There aren’t many faster 
men in the league than these two 
—yet you don't see them stealing 
inany bases. Yet fellows like Geh- 
ringer, Lazeri and- Meusel who 
can’t run nearly as fast are way 
up theré is thé ‘stolen base list. 

The answer is, of course, that 
base stealing is a matter of get- 
ting away fast—getting the jump, 
we say in baseball. Max Carey and 
Eddie Collins both were great base 
stealers in their day. Yet they had 
only average speed. But they knew | 
how to time their start and get | 
away ina hurry. That's the thing | 
that counts, 

There were fewer faster men in 
the league than Whitey Witt in 
going from the plate to first base. 
But Whitey was slow as molasses 
getting the rest of the way around. 
Any boy of average speed can 
learn to be a good base runner if 
he. will keep his head up, watch 
the pitcher’s motion and learn to 
slide properly. Sliding isn’t as im- 
portant as it used to be, but it’s 
still a good thing to know. Theré’s 
only one way to learn to slide, and 
that’s practice. Boys who really 
went to learn to slide right will 
practice and practice and practice. 
Build yourself a sliding pit—that 
is dig up a spot with a shovel so 
that the ground is soft and there’s 
no danger of getting hurt. Then 
go out there and sijdc, and slide 
and slide. 

The greatest slider who ever 
lived was Ty Cobb, of course. Ty 
could hook a bag from 15 feet, 
catching it with his tbe every time 
and leaving only about two square 
inches of foot for the baseman to 
tag. Bob Metsel is another good 
slider. So is Sam Rice, 

A lot of kids think that base 
running isn’t important any more. 
That's all wrong. A good base 
runner is just as valuable now as 


ever—and mayb? more so. For 
there are not so many of them 
these days. . f

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RACE IN REGATTA 
AT POUGHKEEPSIE 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 2¢ —The luck 
of the draw for the Poughkeepsie 
regatta has put the pick of the 
East and the West—the powerful 
varsities of Columbia and Califor- 
nia—side by side, in the same 
lanes as they had last year, when 
the Bear nosed out the Lion ‘in the 
American classic. 

With nine crews competing for 
the greatest honor in rowing over 
the four-mile route on the Hudson, 
the unbeaten varsities of Columbia 
and California will race in the sev- 
enth and the sixth lane, respec- 
tively. 

Right next to them, in No. 5, will 
be Cornell's strong eight, which is 
the third of the three crews con- 
sidered most likely to win the race. 

The draw for lanes was made in 
the office of Maxwell Stevenson of 
Columbia, chairman of the Board 
of Stewarts. Twenty-one crews, 
the largest number in the history 
of the regatta, which was first held 
in 1896, were assigned positions in 
the three races—varsity, junior 
varsity and freshman—which will 
be held on June 24. 

Oarsmen always have considered 
the inside lanes a bit faster than the 
outside, as a Western wind proves 
less troublesome to the shells under 
the bank than those nearer the 
middie of the river. During the 
many years of the ciassic tests have 
been made to find the best time 
to start the events so as to elimi- 
nate the traditional advantage, or 
at least reduce it to a minimum. 

Two of the weakest crews—on 
the basis of performances in the 
sprints so far this season—will 
have the best lanes. 
will be in No. 1 and Navy in No. 2. 
Then, in order, will come Wash- 
ington, Wisconsin, Cornell, 
nia, Columbia, Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology and Syracuse. 

Two of these will be competing 
for the first time in the historic 
test of speed and endurance. Tech’s 
varsity earned the right to enter 
by making ‘a far better showing 
this year than its fondest support- 
ers expected. Wisconsin also is a 
newcomer. 

In the jnior varsity race Colum- 
bia obtained one of the favored 
lanes, No. 2. Penn will be at No. 
1 in this event also, and the other 
four crews, in order after the Lions, 
will be Cornell, Syracuse, Wash- 
ington and Navy. 

The order in the freshman race 
will be California, Cornell, Syra- 
cuse, Columbia, Navy and Penn. 

Columbia's crews will leave for 
Poughkeepsie next Friday.
